Favors An Employes' Compensation Act 


—Advocates Home Rule for Cities- 


Defines Position on Liquor Question- 


Not in Favor ot County Option—Be- 


lieves Primary Election Law Should Be 


Maintained and Perfected. 


Francis E. MeGovcm, of Milwaukee, 


Republican candidate for the nomination 
of governor, submits his declaration of 
principles to the voters of the state. Mr. 
McGovern dwells at length upon vital 
questions of interest to the people of 
Wisconsin. Following is his platform in 
full: 
"To the People of Wisconsin: 


"In fulfillment of the promise made in 


the announcement of my candidacy for 
the Republican nomination for governor, 
I now submit the following declaration 
of principles. 


The Fundamental Issue. 


"The course of modern events teaches 


no more impressive lesson than that of 
a universal and irresistible tendency to- 
ward equality of conditions among men. 
This movement, impeded, chocked 
and 


misdirected at times, has nevertheless 
swept steadily down through the centur- 
ies, obliterating arbitrary distinctions of 
rank and 
caste, 
relieving 
oppression, 


curbing exploitation and securing for all 
in increasing measure the priceless bles- 
sings of liberty and equality of oppor- 
tunity. 


"During the past twenty years, how- 


ever, a significant 
change 
has 
taken 


place. Invention and the corporate form 
of organization made it possible. Gov- 
ernmental favor and grants of special 
privilege 
hastened 
it. 
Unprecedented 


production of wealth gave it 
apparent 


sanction. 
'Boundless natural 
resources 


furnished the opportunity. As a result, 
industry has been revolutionized and in 
many places government has been trans- 
formed. 
Consolidation hns become the 


characteristic of the time. Vast aggre- 
gations of capital have secured control 
not only of the channels of trade and the 
agencies of manufacture but 
even of 


many departments of government itself. 


"First came monopoly in the produc- 


tion and saJe of commodities such as oil 
and coal and poqibination 
among 
the 


railroads. Then followed consolidation in 
the manufacture' and distribution of a 
multitude of articles of prime necessity 
in every day life. 
Centralization 
was 


next effected among the great financial 
institutions of the country. And grad- 
ually these gianj. combinations of the in- 
dustrial world, in pursuit 
01 
further 


economic advantage, laid hold of popular 
government in city, state and 
nation, 


seeking to bring this also under their in- 
fluence and control. 
1'ortunes honestly 


earned and lawfully employed are hon- 
orable additions to social well being; 
capital'as well as labor has rights which 
every government should protect invio- 
late.' But the progress of events compels 
a change of emphasis. Time was when 
property sought security from mob vio- 
lence ; the problem now is how to protect 
the great mass of mankind against the 
unconscionable greed, cunning and cor- 
ruption of anarchistic wealth. 


"Thus politics are in a 
transitional 


stage. Here in Wisconsin for a dozen 
years the. ferment of protest and reform 
haft been persistently at work, A series 
of victories for the 
people 
lias 
been 


achieved. The present progressive move- 
ment which originated i;i this conflict 
quickly spread to other states and has 
become national. Upon it is now focused 
the attention of the entire country. The 
patriotism of the nation is aroused. The 
people are daily growing in intelligence 
and civic morality. The old 
order 
is 


changing. Political corruption, the tyran- 
ny of party bosses, the power of giant 
corporations und the venal influence of 
money in public affairs are daily becom- 
ing more and more intolerable. 


"Whether this movement for popular 


rights and political integrity shall ad- 
vance' or recede is the momentous issue 
of the present campaign. 


"I believe in the 
Republicanism of 


Lincoln—in government conducted 
for 


the benefit of the people as a whole. 1 
believe in the progressive 
policies 
for 


which the Republican party has stood in 
.this state and in th« nation. If elect- 
.cd governor, 1 shall promote so far as 1 
can nil well considered legislation which 
has for its object the ndvancement of 
these policies. 


"As illustrative of these general views, 


I submit the following propositions; 


The Tariff. 


"f believe in a protective tariff limit- 


ed to the difference between the cost of

here nnd 
abroad. 
Import 


duties lower than this will fail to pro- 
tect, while duties higher than this will 
prove prohibitive n.nd continue to foster 
monopoly and encourage extortion. A 
permanent nonpartisan tariff commission 
with full power to investigate and report 
its findings to congress should be creat- 
ed without delay for the purpose «f 
placing the determination of tariff duties 
and their adjustment from time to time 
upon a consistent and scicntilic rxisis. 


Railroads. 


"Railroads are the nation's highways. 


Public 
regulation 
of 
these 
natural 


monopolies is necessary to preserve free- 
dom' of trade and insure fair treatment 
to all. As a basis for efficient regula- 
tion and in order to ascertain what are 
reasonable freight and passenger rates 
congress should increase* the .power., of 
the interstate commerce commission nnd 
cxfrcssly authorize it to determine iho 
value Of the physical property of :MI!- 
rOii'jh. 
Trusts, 
i 


"The abnormally high cost of living at 


the present time makes the question of 
monopoly one-of increasing interest and 


upon the 
statute 
books 
should 
be 


strengthened nnd enforced. All combina- 
tions which'":iim to suppress.free corripe- 
t:tion, c:-laHieh monopoly prices, prac- 
lice fraud or take .undue advantage of 
consumers should be promptly dissolved 
jand the acts of their. officers 'and agents 
jdonc to accomplish any of these' on:ls 
should be tiffined as crimes and punished 
according y. 


Employes' Compensation Act, 


"The industries of Wisconsin lire di- 


versified and its people arc employed in a. 
vast net work of activities. Because of 
the constant multiplication of dangerous 
machinery the number of accidents which 
remit annually in the death or crippling 
of workmen is appalling. 
The 
present 


method of dealing with this problem is 


, antiquated, 
wasteful and 
unjust. 
It 


j pays to injured employes only about one- 
thfrd of the amount it takes from em- 
ployers. Jt compensate a few beyond 
their deserts, while wholly denying rel:f f 
to the many. It operates only by m;rxus 
of litigation. It is bn«^d entirely npor. 
the idea of negligence although an over- 
whelming majority of all 
ac.'Milfnts 
in 


dangerous occupations occur without any 
one being directly at fault. I favor the 
enactment of a law which shall deal com- 
prehensively with the entire subject and 
secure to wage-earners in every intrin- 
sically hazardous trade in ;ill cases ex- 
cept where willful misconduct upon their 
p:irt can be s'lown, reasonable, prompt 
and certain compensation for death or 
injuries attained in the, course of tln'ir 
employment. 
Wage-camera crippled be- 


jond capacity to earn and the willows 
nnd children of those killed in serviio 
slinild -lot be left to public charity; but 
huch ks;(-p should be <i>jl.rilntl«'l as :m 
element of expense normul'.y incident to 
modern methods of industry. This change, 
v-i'ilc imposing no lidded burden upon

mote i'riendlier relations kecweeri capital

Conservation of Natural Resources. 
'•The problem of how best to utilize, 


develop 
and husband the natural 
re- 


sources of the state, with proper regard 
for the rights of future generations as 
well as for our own prosperity can no 
longer wiaely 
be postponed. Inaction 


has rtlreaiuy cost, enormous 
loss 
and 


waste. In the yenr 100S alone nine mil- 
lion dollars' worth of standing timber 
was destroyed in this state by preventa- 
ble foreat fires. In some localities, as a 
result of inattention and lack of infor- 
mation, the fertility of farm lands has 
been reduced one-half. Our wealth of 
water powers is in danger of passing 
into the control of a trust. 


•'To the people of Wisconsin this situ- 


ation should make irresistible appeal. 
We have no coal; but the energy of our 
rivers and streams, estimated at more 
than a million horse power, is certain 
and eternal. The demonstrated feasibil- 
ity of successful transmission of power 
over long distances has marked the dawn 
of n new day for thie form of natural 
wealth. Wafer power has become a 
public utility; and our future prosperi- 
ty as a manufacturing state will depend 
largely upon our ability to make it, 
wherever located, the abundant source 
of heat, light" and manufacturing power 
for the entire .commonwealth. 


"To accomplish this 
result 
private 


monopoly must be controlled. Instead 
of a multitude of private and local acts, 
a general law should be passed, outlin- 
ing an intelligent and 
comprehensive 


plan for the development and operation 
of 
water power plants and providing 


wholesome conditions under which water 
power franchises may be obtained. The 
interest of the public should be made 
subject, to the same general law. 


"Hand in hand with regulation and 


development of water powers should go 
forest conservation. The work of the 
forestry commission should be contin- 
ued and its power extended. 


Home Rule. 


"The cities of Wisconsin Imve grown 


in population RO rapidly that approxi- 
matelv one-half of all our people now 
live iii them. This phenomenal develop- 
ment necessitates a change in the policy 
of the state toward city government. 
Too long has the discussion of the de- 
tails of municipal 
problems engrossed 


the time and attention of the legislature, 
with little benefit to our cities, but to 
the very great neglect of matters of vi- 
tal importance to 
the people of the 


whole state. Subject to a few necessary 
constitutional restrictions. I believe in 
the fullest measure of nome rule for 
cities and in the right of such of them 
as wish to do so to adopt the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. 


Good Roads. 


"The time lias come in Wisconsin for 


the substantial and permanent improve- 
ment of highways under state supervis- 
ion nnd with state aid. I favor the en- 
actment, without further delay of legis- 
lation designed to accomplish this work. 


County Option. 


"Temperance legislation may at 
no 


time he unimportant, but the introduc- 
tion of the county option question into 
this campaign is nevertheless to be de- 
plored. 


"After a grim and bitter struggle ex- 


tending over a dozen years, the princi- 
ples and policies of the Republican par- 
ty in Wisconsin now face a crisis. A 
United States senator as well as state 
and county oiTicurs will be chosen,, and 
these policies will either win a final and 
decisive victory or go down for years in 
crushing defeat. 
If progressive Republi- 


cans ore united on primary election day 
thev will win; if divided and diecoru- 
ant' they may lose. Neither the county 
option 'question nor any other matter, 
unrelated to this dominant and vital 
economic issue should be permitted to 
split the party, or place in jeopardy all 
that years of hard work and sacrifice 
have accomplished. 


"But the question of county option 


has been so raised in connection with, 
the governorship that it cannot be en- 
tirely ignored. I believe the present 
local option nnd resident district option 
laws, together with 'other existing stat- 
utes, confer all the power necessary at 
this time for the proper control of the 
liquor business. Such evils as may ex- 
ist in the present system of dealing in 
intoxicating, drinks are 
now entirely 


within the power of the majority in each 
community to limit or suppress at will. 
Until this power has been flUrly exer- 
cised wid found linadequatp, no demand 
should bo made for more* legislation. 


Good Government, 


"Honesty, efficiency and economy are 


•'the chief characteristics of good govern- 
ment. • Existing laws should be fenrless- 
t .and.efficient 


employes should 'be letainad in the pub- 
lic service; and strict economy should 
be practiced in the expenditure of public 
money. 


Primary Elections. 


'.'The primary election law should be 


maintained and perfected. The 
divis- 


ions within the great political parties of 
today are peculiar to neither but 'arise 
from deep and fundamental* differences 
of opinion which frequently run at right 
angles to conventional party linee. 'ihe 
cleavage now is not along party lines 
but'across them. For this reason there 
is danger undev the present law that the 
will of the party as a whole may be de- 
feated whenever a number of candidates 
representing the majority are opposed by 
a single candidate backed by a compact 
minority. To preserve majority rule in 
such cases and prevent the subordina- 
tion of questions of principle to individ- 
ual ambition or personal rivalry, the 
primary 
election 
IHW should be 
so 


amended as to permit the voter to ex- 
press his first and second choice for can- 
didates for every office. 


Corrupt Practices. 


"Representative government depends 


for its continued existence upon an hon- 
est expression of the popular will. Such 
expression is possible only 
when 
the 


suffrage of the people is absolutely free 
ond unbought. There is no reason why, 
in pny contest for public office in Wis- 
consin, the millionaire merely because 
of his money should possess an advan- 
tage over thn poorest man in the state. 
Lavish election expenditures should no 
longer be jermitted. Publicity alone is 
far" from being an adequate 
remedy. 


Political campaigns should be rigidly 
supervised by defining the purposes for 
which money may be expended, prohib- 
iting its use for any other object and 
forbidding 
any campaigning whatever 


on election day. A 
stringent corrupt 


practices act embodying these features 
should be passed without further delay; 
and violation of it should be punishable 
by imprisonment and disqualification to 
hold public office. 


Equality of Opportunity. 


"These and similar proposals are but 


ii re-assertion of the elementary rights 
of the average man. They call only for 
a square deal fur all. 


"The liapublican party is character- 


istically u putty of progress. Its mem- 
bers believe in keeping popular govern- 
ment abreast 
with every 
wholesome 


tendency and in elevating it into har- 
mony with the highest ideals of a stead- 
ily advancing civilization. They recog- 
nize in Aldrichism and Cannonism a bi- 
partisan system which is peculiar to no 
political organization but which invar- 
iably strives to dominate the party in 
power. They arc opposed to such dom- 
ination. They believe in justice 
and 


fair dealing. They have confidence in 
representative insitutions. They 
have 


fnitli in the people. They hope by effort 
and self-sacrifice, by painful conflict and 
patient labor to keep open the avenues 
of opportunity for nil, to preserve the 
best traditions of the republic and to 
hasten the day when each individual 
shall enjoy in security the full fruits of 
his own labor and be rewarded in strict 
proportion to his own deserts."

Mr. Bates was born at Troy, N. Y.,

From 1866 until 1892 Mr. Bates en-

IS GROWING TIRED 


The complications growing out of tbe

If he feels he can 
not work in rightful sympathy or pur- 
pose with those of the previous admin- 
istration, he could select the material 
and choose a "new secretary of the inter- 
ior who had not been identified in any 
manner with previous matters, and who 
in no wise hid been at all tied up or 
interested as has Secretary Ballinger, in 
affairs that later on came before him of- 
ficially. 


President Taft is sincere, but a change 


is needed if he would secure for his 
country the best results from the great 
work supposed to be in progress and 
progress made towards a genuine con- 
servation of the v«at mineral riches and 
resources of the country.

I.t 
means that there is a greater proportion 
of criminals, on' the New York police 
force than in all of the rest of the city 
combined! 
If we were to accept the 


statement that one man in every seven 
in New York is a crook, society would be 
disrupted. 
Law would be demolished. 


Yet thi* is the startling statement of the 
head of the New York police force as to 
the members of his department, and the 
courts are not aroused, the grand jury 
is not aroused, the people arc not arous- 
ed.
